Law as pa3sed by the last Bession 
of the New Mexico legislature 
went into effect oh June 11 1921 
Carelessness with fire 
in the 
woods or on lands 
covered with 
inflammable 
vegetation 
now be- 
comes 


¬ 
an expensive pastime 
in 
this state 
The wide application 
and 
enforcement 
of this 
law 
through volunteer fire wardens 
in the various 
judicial districts 
through all state 
peace 
officers 
and deputy game wardena will 
mean an appreciable decrease in 
New Mexicos annual loss to for¬ 
est 
fires 
according to 
District 
Forester 
Pooler 
of the Forest 
Service 
The 
law as passed is said 
by 
foresters to be one of the most 
comprehensive state fire laws so 
far enacted 
Every phase of un- 
controlled

fires started 
by care- 
lessness 


¬ 
or wilfulness is covered 
Besides 
enumerating 
in 
detail 
the 
prohibitions 
in 
connection 
with fires 
on forest brush and 
agricultural lands stiff penalties 
are 
provided 
in 
each 
class of 
offense 
Five hundred dollars fine and 
six months imprisonment is the 
extreme penalty for setting 
fire 
on lands not belonging to ones 
self and without the consent of 
the owner 
Permitting a fire to 
escape 
to 
lands 
of another or 
burning 
brush 
grass 
etc 
on 
ones own 
land without proper 
precautions are also offenses com- 
ing under this provision 
of the 
law 
An interesting 
feature of the 
fire law is the requirement 
that 
notice be given to the owner of 
adjoining land 24 hours previous 
to 
brush 
burning 
during 
the 
months of May June 
and July 
The penalty for failure 
to do so 
is the same as for the offenses 
just mentioned 
Building a camp fire on lands
